Rufus Johnson Confessos Committing 
Murder iu New Jersey. 


DAYS HE HAD NO ACCOMPLICE 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 30.—‘After days 
of strenuous denials* false statements 
nuccossively disproved by the police, 
and earnest, pleadings that he be not 
taken to New Jersey, Rufus Johnson, 
colors, gave up the fight and con­ 
fessed to Captain of Detectives Pum- 
phrey end Detectivo Pohler that it 
was he who, on January 18, murdered 
Miss Florence W. Allinson in the barn 
at her home at Moorestown, N. J. He 
declared that he had no accomplice. 
In his statement Johnson said that he 
went to the Allinson barn very early 
on Thursday morning, January 18, anu 
that while he was lying in the hay, 
between 6 and 7 o’clock, a woman 
he 
does 
not know came to 
the 
barn and fed the cow. At about 11 
o’clock, he said, Miss Allinson came to 
tho barn. Ho choked her into insensi­ 
bility, and was about to leave, when 
she 
showed signs of returning con­ 
sciousness. 
He again attacked her, 
and after she once more became insen­ 
sible he cut a strap from a blanket 
and fastened it about her neck. 
He 
says he then went to the house, which 
the child, Bessie Walker, invited him 
to enter. There he secured Miss AJlin- 
son’s watch, a brush, a hand mirror 
and a small amount of money. As he 
was leaving the house the child 
showed him her little savings bank, 
which he took and brol^ open to se­ 
cure the trifling amount of money it 
contained. He afterward returned to 
the barn, intending to loosen the strap 
he had placed about his victim’s neck, 
but found her dead, He then took a car 
to Camden and crossed the ferry to 
Philadelphia.

jOXDOX-—Europeans, 
and 


doubtless- Americans, also, 
have recently been puzzled 
by the peculiar importance 
which, judging from Tokio 
dispatches, has been at- 


tached by th< Japanese people to the 
visits by Admiral Togo and afterward 
by tbe Emperor of Japan to a certain 
temple at Ise. "What is the Temple 
of Ise?" people have been asking. The 
brief Tokio cablegrams have given no 
hint as to the solution of the puzzle, 
and it has remained for the Tokio 
correspondent of the Xew York Times 
to enlighten the West. 


It seems that the visits of Togo and 


the Mikado to Ise must be- regarded 
as an official Indorsement of the an- 
cient religion of Japan, a sign that, in 
spite of all modern innovations and 
developments, the governing classes of 
the empire remain faithful ro the an- 
cient Shino belief. The Emperor went 
to the Temple of Ise in order to report 
to the "First Imperial Ancestor." the 
founder cf the dynasty, the successful 
termination of the war with Russia. 


The strongest national force in 


Japan, is the way the correspondent 
describes ancestor worship. 
He re- 


marks that it has been Hr:e talked 
of recently and has bsea overshadowed 
by the recent discussion of "Bushido" 
and its effects. But, lie says, "Bushi- 
do." wonderful as its teachings and In- 
fluences are. was at best btt a class 
religion or ethical code. Ancestor wor- 
ship Is universal and has always be- 
longed as much to the peastnt as to 
the aristocrat. It may be said without 
any exaggeration that every Japanese 
man, every Japanese wonan. and 
every Japanese child Is at; ancestor 
worshiper. This applies to the Chris- 
tian convert equally with the Bud- 
dhist devotee. Ancestor worship., or 
more properly the veneration of an- 
cestors, is something independent of 
religion; It does not interfer? with it 
and cannot be affected by it. It is 
worth noting that in China the great- 
est strides were made by the Jesuit 
Fathers in gaining converts and power 
after they had declared that ancestor 
worship was not a religion, and- there- 
fore, need not be abandoned by the 
convert to Christianity. 


"Ancestor worship uof*s not stop at 


the veneration of the family ancestors. 
That is but the first step, and -.here 
follows tie veneration of the elau 
(leities. and, the highest of nil. the 
veneration of the imperial ancestor?. 
In this way there is a perfect form of 
religion for the development of the 
patriotism and loyalty of a people as 
well as of the morals of the home. 
Shintoists and Buddhists alike are all 
ancestor -worshipers: the rites may 
differ slightly, but the Ideas are The 
same, and in every Japanese house 
there are shrines or places devoted to 
ancestor worship.

persons on life rafts are likely dead. 


The following is the story of 0. 
Wilets. one of the passengers, and one 
of the men rescued from the raft: 


'The ship struck at 12.07 on the 
jnorning of Tuesday, January 23.

when the first crash came.

IS of us M-ore willing, and we started. 
With only o. pair of oars, Ihe struggle 
against the wind and sea was almost 
too much 'or us. 


"Part .of the time we were under 
water, and were almost drowned. But 
we were {«polled by dasperation, and 
fought -and fought against the ele- 
ments like demons. 


"Vfc'hejn v,e left the ship on the raft 
we tried to get some of the romalning 
women to go, but they refused. 
No 
help oaA now reach them before morn- 
ing, and the ship will have then gone 
to pieces. She was breaking up when 
we left her."

GENERAL WHEELEfi BURIED 


Pull Military Honors Paid Dead Here 
In Washington. 


Washington. Jan. 30.—With full mil- 
itary honors tho body of General Jo- 
seph Whealer, the veteran of two wars, 
was laid at i"Ost in the National Ceme- 
tery at Arlington. The spot selected 
for his final repose lies on the grassy 
slope in front of and to the right of 
the historic Lee mansion, and is re- 
garded as one of tho most beautiful 
sites in the home of the soldier dead, 
as it overlooks tlie nation's capital 
across tlio Potomac. 


Homage was paid by the Blue and 
by the Gray. Veterans of the two con- 
flicts in which General Wheeler dis- 
tfniiiii.shed himself as a gallant sol- 
dieTT, personal friends, representatives 
of the two branches of congress and 
citijsens Joined with the nation's mili- 
tary in paying tribute to the dead gen- 
eral. The funeral cortege was a most 
imposing 
one. 
President and Mr», 
Roosevelt attended tha services in the 
church. 


Impressive military services and the 
final services of the church mairked the 
ceremonies at the cemetery.

said to be in steam and in m an’s 
modern devices. 
The thrashing sea­ 
son has just begun in this section of 
the State, and in the conservative 
“black” Amish 
settlements, which 
are strung in spots from Troy, O., to 
Elkhart* Ind., one can witness the 
sights 
of 
several 
decades 
ago— 
thrashing by horsepower. 


The harvest of the grain in these 
settlements was equally as interest­ 
ing. 
The wheat was all cut by ma­ 
chines that were free from tne self­ 
binding 
improvements 
of 
recent 
years and it was bound by hand. 
The men are so firmly grounded in 
their religious convictions against 
the new, quick, “devilish” order of 
things wear long beards and long 
hair that have not been profaned by 
the use of shears or clippers, and 
they dress in coarse garments of 
black or work garments of a yellow­ 
ish brown cast. 
These garments are 
made without the use of the sewing 
machine— and, if possible, they are 
made of cloth that has not bee \ 
woven in a steam loom. 
Indiana has 
many 
interesting 
queer 
religious 
sects, but probably the “black” Am­ 
ish people are the queerest, and one 
can see them at this season of the 
year 111 tneir most interesting phases. 


They began cutting their wheat 
two weeks ago, and carefully avoided 
all of the modern labor-saving ma­ 
chines. 
They brought out of hiding 
some of the old-time implements the 
country at large in its rapid march 
of progress discarded about six gen­ 
erations 
ago— those old machines 
that let the wheat fall on a bed from 
which, at intervals, it is raked by 
hand and carefully bound by hand, 
wheat itself instead of twine being 
used for the binding. 


i\ow that the thrashing season is 
on, the conservative “black” Amish 
as carefully avoids the steam thrash­ 
er and is proceeding along equally 
antiquated lines. 
He is thrashing by 
the use of hand and horsepower. He 
says that the devil himself is in the 
new devices of 
man to 
eliminate 
work, and the conservative “black” 
Amish will not be the devil’s patron. 


Berne, located in Adams County, 
might be said to be the capital of 
the “black” Amish belt, and it is 
around that locality that the most 
interesting of the old customs and 
prejudices of the queer lot of people 
can be observed. 
They fight any­ 
thing th at in their opinion encour­ 
ages slothfulness, and, of course, iinrl 
Biblical support for every one 
:>f 
tneir 
firmly 
grounded 
convictions 
against modern methods. 
They be­ 
lieve th at the sewing machine is an 
invention of the evil powers to tempt 
women to laziness. 
They prohibit 
wind pumps because they believe It 
wrong for man to have God pump 
the water for him. 


“Devil in Them.” 


The steam engine and the electric 
dynamo, both of the great labor 
ers, are considered the climax of the 
devil's efforts to commit the flesh to 
weakness, 
and 
no “black” Amish 
farm er will use a binder, thrasher, or 
any of the other modern farm imple­ 
ments because “ the devil is in them .” 


They do not believe in a paid m in ­ 
istry, for it is held to be another de­ 
vice of the devil; they do not bell we 
in churches, but like the apostles of 
old they gather in their upper cham­ 
bers and worship with the spirit. 
Whenever the “black” Amish builds 
a house, he provides at least one big 
room for Sunday services. 
Every 
Sabbath, the “black” Amish of a com­ 
munity gather at the home of one of 
their number for religious ser/ice. 
Of course, no musical instrum ent— 
and certainly not an organ— is used. 
The singing is all in a nasal tone. 
The women sit on one side of the 
room and the men on the other. The 
host of the day feeds the worship­ 
pers and their horses. 
Beer and 
wine are used freely, but tem perate­ 
ly. 


The homes of the “black” Amish 
are good, substantial ones, and are 
free from gewgaws or flashy paint— 
in fact, most of them are either paint­ 
ed a plain white or are not painted 
at all. 
They religiously avoid all 
worldly 
ostentation 
and 
personal 
glorification. 


The men dress in either black or 
the coarse brownish-yellow cloth in 
wnich they work, and the women and 
children 
ordinarily 
dress in 
blue 
gingham or calico, or in black, 
The 
women wear Quaker bonnets. 
Even 
buttons are considered ornamental, 
and are tabooed, and hooks and eyes 
are used in their stead, 
When they 
ride, they jog along behind animals 
th at are as fat as they can be made, 
and as “slow as sin," and they will 
not ride on any wagon or buggy that 
has easy springs, though some have, 
in recent years, adopted half-springs 
that are about equal to no springs. 


Though t^iey denounce the steam 
engine, 
they 
will— probably 
with 
mental protest— patronize the rail­ 
roads when going on a long journey. 
For a short journey they use their 
epringless wagons. 
Their homes are 
as severely vplaln as their garments. 
They carefully remove all nickel ( I t ­ 


erations from the stoves that they 
buy, and most of them use rag car­ 
pets. 


They refuse to stop work by pro­ 
claiming the dinner hour 
by 
the 
means of the good old reliable din­ 
ner bell. 
It is another invention of 
the evil one .to .entangle man in the 
meshes of slothfulness and useless­ 
ness. 
They are all farmers, most of 
them holding that business and town 
life are sinful. 
All of the older ones 
believe implicitly in a full frother- 
hood of mankind, and when one has 
urgent need of something he does 
not possess, he goes to his brother’s 
barn or larder, and gets it without 
asking. 


Opposed to Pictures. 


They stand, out resolutely against 
the photographer’s a rt— a 
protest 
against “graven images”— and pict­ 
ures of them can be made only when 
they do not know it. 
They do not 
believe in swearing or affirming, and 
several years ago the State of Indi­ 
ana had to proceed against some of 
them at Berne for refusing to make 
tax returns. 
Suits were also brought 
against certain of them for failing 
to make 
marriage 
returns. 
They 
read nothing but the Bible, and, most 
of them being of German or French 
descent, they hold to the German lan­ 
guage. 
In fact, as soon as the win­ 
ter imblic school is over, the school-» 
houses are opened again for German 
school, which lasts through the sum­ 
mer. 


Last spring a big public sale was 
held near Berne, and it was attended 
by 
Several 
of 
the 
conservative 
“black” Amish. 
A photographer was 
present, and he took several pictures, 
all of which revealed the conserva­ 
tive Amish in the act of “ducking”— 
getting out of range of the camera. 


It is not known exactly why these 
conservative churchmen are 
called 
“ black” Amish. 
Some say it is be­ 
cause 
of 
the 
monotonous 
black 
clothes that men, women, and chil­ 
dren wear when they are not at work. 
Others insist that they are called 
“black” because their leader is Jo­ 
seph Schwarts, and Schwartz is the 
German for black. 
They were called 
Schwartz Amish until the word black 
was substituted for the Schwartz. 


The “black” Amish are an offshoot 
from the Mennonite church. 
They 
are, in fact, the last remaining land­ 
m ark of the old Mennonite church. 
All of the others seem to have passed 
on and after a succession of splits, 
which has resulted in eight or nine 
various Mennonite churches, the ma­ 
jority of the membership of the Men­ 
nonite church is at last thoroughly 
up to date. 


The “black” Amish is that faction 
which 
has 
stood 
most 
resolutely 
against any progressive 'movement. 
There are probably less than 2 000 of 
them left, and they are strongest 
around Ber en. The Amish in this 
country, as a rule, are more pro­ 
gressive and they have windmills and 
thrash 
and 
harvest with 
modern 
equipment. 


Charitable and Kind. 


Queer as they may be, the “black” 
Amish— as well as all Amish— have 
many good points. 
They are frugal, 
upright, and honest. 
They are very 
charitable and kind, except to those 
who break off from their particular 
beliefs, and to them they are most re­ 
lentless— fathers even refusing shel­ 
ter to children who differ from them. 
Though men, women and children 
in their severe costumes look most 
forbidding and gloomy, they are alter 
all, a happy, contented lot, and are 
rather free-hearted. 
They are seen 
in their lighter moods at marriages, 
which are celebrated in true old Ger­ 
man and French style. 
A great deal 
of wine and beer is imbibed. 


The great period of festivities is 
at Christmas, and at that season one 
again catches a glimpse of old Ger­ 
many. 
All kinds of fancy cakes, 
great supplies of candy and lighted 
candles make it the great festival of 
the children. 
While modern relig­ 
ious revolution may be against medi­ 
cine, this old conservative 
people 
hold firmly to the patent medicine 
bottle and the doctor seems to be 
the patron saint. 


It is said that some of their phys­ 
ical shortcomings are due now to the 
fact tlint intermarriages are tending 
to weaken the stock- of what was 
once a sturdy race. 
They have lived 
aloof from the world around them 
and of necessity their 
marriages, 
which largely are “arranged,” as in 
the old country, by the parents and 
religious advisers, have been among 
themselves. 


Though this sort of life seems to 
be monotonous it is surprising to see 
the hold that the older people have 
on their offspring, 
Few of them 
break away from the stiff poke bon­ 
nets that the girls get in infancy; 
few seem to long for their “graven 
images” being struck off by the pho­ 
tograph man, and all seem to be very 
well satisfied with the hooks and 
eyes, three good meals a day and the 
peaceful life. 
There now seems to 
be no great tendency shown on the 
part of the young of these people to 
get into the strenuous life, though 
when there was a break a few years 
ago and a crowd of young men al 
Berne did lay aside their cloaks ol 
seclusion and clipped one another'! 
hair they were almost suffocated bj 
the harvest that fell 
around 
the 
shingling chair and that nearly filled 
up the room.

than that of to-day. 
Otherwise the 
feats of the famous tea bibbers of 
literature—Bishop Burnet, with his 
twenty-five cups in a morning, and 
the monumental Dr. Johnson, who 
said of himself that he was “a ‘hard­ 
ened and shameless tea drinker,0 
whose kettle “had hardly time to 
cool,” would have been impossible. 
It seems to have been a common cus­ 
tom in the early part of the eigh­ 
teenth century to drink tea three or 
four times a day and ten or twelve 
cups at a sitting, a practice which 
would have been accompanied by an 
inconvenient degree of personal ten­ 
sion if the cups had been as large as 
they are now.

in which “babbitt” metal is used. 


Solder is another lead product— 
what a field of usefulness that one 
form opens up. 


Then there is the most important 
use 6t all to which lead is put—paint, 
that nccessary material which keeps 
our houses looking pretty - - inside 
and out—and preserves them from 
dccay. 


How many of us thank metalic lead 
for the comforts of paint? 
Yet the 
best house paint is nothing but m^- 
talic lead corrodcd by acid to a wliit* 
powder known as “white lead.” 
Of 
course, there are many imitations of 
“white lead/* some of which are sold 
as white lord and some which are 
offered hy the name of ready-pro- 
pared paint under tho familiar pre- 
tens? that they are “just as good” as 
wnite lerd. 
But all good paint is 
made of Vyc metal, ead, corroded and 
ground to a fine white powder and 
mixed with linseed oil. 


White lead is also used in tho coat­ 
ing of fine oil cloths and for many 
purposes besides paint.

But many women of b:i:h 
intelligence "who are not married, or 
whose children have gone "abroad into 
the world, carrying there the influence 
of their mothers" training to sweeten 
and strengthen their own homes, are 
bound by every law of morality to find 
a beneficent outlet for their powers. 


The question, then. Is not what our 


women can do. but what tht-y must do. 
Now. 
the woman of to-day lias demon- 


strated the quality of her ialent, cour- 
age and endurance. Therefore .there Is 
no excuse for her not working. Just 
now. In civic affairs, her courage is 
perhaps a Hale In advance of her judg- 
ment. Her methods may not be so 
sophisticated, nor possibly so judicious 
as those of her brother, but one Is safe 
iu saying that her purposes are infi- 
nitely more idealistic than his. and her 
attitude decidedly less compromising. 


Woman has brains, energy and cour- 


age, and no one has any moral right 
to waste time. Time is the most pre- 
cious thing in the world, because It is 
the only thing that cannot be replaced 
when lost. Woman is responsible ia 
proportion to the wealth and time at 
her command. While one woman is 
~orking for bread and btitrer. the other 
must devote her time to the ameliora- 
tion of the condition of her laboring 
sister. This is the moral law.—Mrs.

African Sandstorms. 


The sandstorms of African ueserts 


are caused by- the great power of the 
sun's rays, the extreme do-ness of the 
air and the small conducting power 
ot" the sand. The superficial layers 
of sand in the deserts of Africa and 
Arabia often become heated to 20t> de- 
grees F. to a depth of several inches. 
The air resting on this hot sand be- 
comes also greatly heated, thus caus- 
ing ascending currents.

Monument to Kleptiant. 


"A novel landmark will be razed, by 


the commission appointed to condemn 
lands for Xeiv York City watershed 
purposes. It is the monument to ths 
first elephant ever brought to Asctrica. 
This odd memorial stands in the pub- 
lic square in the town of-Somers. It 
was elected sixty years ago In memory 
of "Old Bet" owned by Hackaliah 
Bailey. Mr. Bailey's brother was a 
sea captain, and while taking on a 
cargo at an Asiatic port In 1S21 lie 
bought the elephant and brought it 
with him to Xew York ou a sailing 
vessel. 
It took the 
vessel 
many 


months to reach New York, but the 
elephant stood the trip welL Mr. Bai- 
ley bought the animal from M* brother 
and started out to exhibit her. He 
made her walk the entire distance ot 
forty miles to Somers. where he put 
up a tent and founded the first circus" 
In America. 
The circus afterward 


made a tour of the States, and Bailey, 
who made a fortune, erected tiift mon- 
ument to the animal which, brought 
him wealth.
